''  I  cannot  conceive  on  what  principle  it  is,  that  the  Torys  should  triumph  in  the 
late  Conduct  of  Portsmouth  &  other  places  securing  their  guns  and  ammuni- 
tion ;  no  friend  of  Government  can  rejoice  in  anything  that  disturbs  Govern- 
ment, much  less  in  what  they  call  Acts  of  Rebellion,  and  their  triumph  must 
spring  from  a  malicious  diabolical  desire  that  the  Vengeance  of  G.  Britain  may 
be  reaked  on  the  American  Colonys ;  we  are  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  every 
hint  you  give  of  any  danger  of  dividing  the  Colonys ;  our  Friends  from  one 
End  of  the  Continent  to  the  other  may  depend  upon  it,  that  in  this  Colony  no 
Step  is  taken  of  any  Importance  with^  considering  how  it  will  be  approved  of  by 
the  other  Colonys,  &  our  earnest  desire  to  do  nothing  that  might  give  uneasi- 
ness, has  prevented  some  steps  being  taken  which  perhaps  might  have  been 
salutary. 

With  regard  to  the  particular  matter  of  moving  the  Guns  4&c  any  person 
who  attends  to  the  Current  of  affairs  must  know  the  reason  of  it  was  the  for- 
bidding Arms  and  Ammunition  being  imported,  &  the  Conduct  of  Adminis- 
tration wearing  so  hostile  appearance  as  to  loudly  call  upon  the  natural  inherent 
principle  of  self  preservation  ;  those  who  hold  the  Doctrine  of  passive  Obedi- 
ence &  non-resistance  will  [find]  fault  [with]  their  Conduct,  whilst  others  who 
view  these  transactions  as  connected  with  the  rights  of  mankind  &  English 
men,  will  have  more  liberal  apprehensions  from  them  ;  but  our  Enemys  omitt 
no  opportunitys  to  asperse  the  Whiggs,  <&  even  the  Whiggs  who  are  at  u  dis- 
tance from  the  scene  of  action,  dont  sufficiently  consider  the  difficult  scituation 
of  their  Friends,  who  in  the  Centre  of  Action  are  continually  impressed,  &  in 
danger  of  being  shackled  &  rendered  unable  to  struggle  by  patience  and  remiss- 
ness, or  of  giving  offence  &  carrying  Divisions  by  any  Enterprise  which  might 
save  them ;  they  who  wish  well  to  our  Common  Cause  will  consider  all  Cir- 
cumstances before  they  form  a  judgment  &  they  who  are  unfriendly  will  stick 
at  nothing  to  reproach  us. 

The  report  you  mention  of  Mr  Adams  &  Mr  Cushing,  is  much  such  a 
kind  of  story,  as  one  industriously  reported  here  viz  that  the  (learned,  the  sin- 
cere, the  deliberate,  the  judicious,)  Farmer  of  Pennsylvania,  had  tack'd  about 
and  gone  over  to  the  Tory  Cause. 

My  Friend,  you  must  have  observed  that  ever  since  the  Congress  rose,  the 
great  father  of  lies  has  been  fully  employ'd,  in  misrepresenting  every  thing,  & 
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making  some  pompous  lies  clearly  out  of  nothing,  the  story  you  mention  is  one 
of  this  sort,  no  such  motion  wtis  made  or  thought  of,  as  I  know — much  less  did 
Mr  Cushing  ever  in  his  life  use  such  language,  and  as  for  the  dissolution  of  the 
Congress,  it  was  done  upon  the  same  principle  the  Grand  Congress  was  dissolved 
Yiz^  to  give  the  Inliabitants  opportunity  of  sending  other  men  if  they  pleased, 
after  they  had  done  every  thing  which  they  then  thought  proper  to  do  &  a  now 
one  has  just  set.  I  hope  the  friends  of  our  Common  Cause  will  not  grow  cool, 
much  less  forsake  it,  upon  any  supposition  that  we  are  rash  in  our  measures,  if 
in  our  Extremitys  we  should  not  conduct  as  cool  Reason  would  dictate,  we  are 
to  he  pityed,  hut  I  dont  know  that  the  cause  is  the  worse  i :  e  has  G.  Britain  a 
right  to  make  us  Slaves,  because  when  we  endeavour  to  hinder  it,  we  do  not  do 
it  with  the  best  discretion."

"  Dear  Sir 

I  received  your  favour  conveying  a  letter  from  Mr  Jefferson  and  the 
answers  to  Publicola  for  which  I  thank  you.  I  had  John  Adams  in  my  mind 
when  I  wrote  the  pamphlet,  and  it  has  hit  as  I  expected. 

M.  Zenobia  who  presents  you  this  is  come  to  pass  a  few  days  at  Paris.  He 
is  a  bon  republicain  and  you  will  oblige  me  much  by  introducing  him  among 
our  friends  of  bonfol. — I  am  again  in  the  press  but  shall  not  be  out  till  about 
Christmas  when  the  Town  will  begin  to  fill.  By  what  I  can  find  the  Govern- 
ment Gentry  begin  to  threaten — they  have  already  tried  all  the  under-plots  of 
abuse  and  scurrility  without  effect,  and  have  managed  those  in  general  so  badly 
as  to  make  the  Work  and  the  Author  the  more  famous,  several  answers  also 
have  been  written  against  it  which  did  not  excite  reading  enough  to  pay  the 
expencc  of  printing. 

I  have  but  one  way  to  be  secure  in  my  next  work  which  is,  to  go  further 
than  in  my  first.  I  see  that  great  roffues  escape  by  the  excess  of  their  crimes, 
and,  perhaps,  it  may  be  the  same  in  honest  cases.  However,  I  shall  make  a 
pretty  large  division  in  the  public  opinion,  probably  too  much  so,  to  encour- 
age the  Government  to  put  it  to  issue,  for  it  will  be  rather  like  trying  them 
than  me. 

By  all  accounts  we  have  here,  the  french  emigrants  are  in  a  hopeless  con- 
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dition  abroad,  for  my  own  part,  I  never  saw  anything  to  fear  from  foreign 
courts — they  are  more  afraid  of  the  French  Revolution,  than  the  revolution 
needs  to  be  of  them,  and  the  same  caution  which  they  take  to  prevent  the 
French  principles  getting  among  their  armies  will  prevent  their  sending  their 
armies  among  the  principles. 

We  have  distressing  accounts  hero  from  S*  Domingo.  It  is  the  natural 
consequence  of  Slavery  and  must  bo  expected  everywhere.  The  Negroes  are 
Enraged  at  the  opposition  made  to  their  relief,  and  are  determined,  if  not  to 
relieve  themselves,  to  punish  their  enemies.  We  have  no  new  accounts  from 
the  East  Indies,  and  people  are  in  much  doubt.

The  Ship  Friendship  has  appeared  at  the  mouth  of  the  harbor,  and  it  has 

been  impossible  for  me  to  follow  her,  because  having  dragged  last  night  on  my 

anchors,  I  am  only  the  distance  of  a  pistol  shot  from  the  end  of  the  channel, 

and  it  is  blowing  so  hard  that  my  frigate  would  go  ashore  before  I  could  get 

my  anchors  weighed.    It  is  with  the  greatest  regret  that  I  behold  the  vessel 

coasting  up  and  down  to  wait  for  me,  thus  losing  valuable  time,  but  the  Pilot 

of  the  ^  Congress'  is  on  board  and  he  sees  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  set  sail. 

I  do  not  know  what  course  the  Friendship  will  take  to  night.  It  is  very 
certain  that  I  will  take  advantage  of  the  first  moment  possible  to  set  sail,  and 
if  she  is  still  in  sight,  I  will  give  her  escort  as  far  as  the  entrance  of  the  chan- 
nel which  lies  between  Martha's  Vineyard  and  the  Main  Land.  My  frigate 
can  go  no  further  than  that,  and  there  will  then  be  no  more  danger  from  the 
enemy.  The  ship  Friendship  only  draws  18^  feet  english,  and  I  doubt  not  she 
will  take  this  Route,  by  which  all  our  transport  vessels  pass,  in  going  to  Boston 
and  which  avoids  all  danger  on  the  part  of  cruisers.

I  am  sorry  that  your  Letter  should  have  remained  so  long  unacknowledged. 
The  fact  is  I  have  heen  visiting  in  Herefordshire  &  Worcestershire,  &  amid  com- 
pany, journeying  &  some  employments  that  follow  me  everywhere,  I  recollected 
not  my  unanswered  letter  at  home. 

Your  proposals  are  hanging  in  Cottles  Shop,  it  is  unlucky  that  most  of  my 
friends  here  are  yours  also ;  however  I  mentioned  your  purposed  volumes  to 
some  of  them  who  might  not  perhaps  have  otherwise  known  your  intention. 
We  will  do  what  we  can,  if  not  what  we  wish.  Your  list  has  some  8  or  10  names, 
4&  it  will  be  some  advantage  to  have  a  country  bookseller  in  Cottle  who  will 
feel  a  friendly  interest  in  assisting  the  work. 

I  am  sorry,  in  considering  only  my  own  gratification  that  your  essays  are 
to  be  delayed.  Whenever  you  take  the  subject  of  metre  into  consideration  I  shall 
beg  you  to^  weigh  the  merits  of  some  regular  blank  stanzas  in  which  I  think  I 
have  been  successful,  &  which  you  perhaps  may  have  seen  in  the  Morning  Post, 
without  suspecting  their  author.  Four  lines  seem  to  me  the  best  length  for  a 
lyric  stanza.  I  have  disposed  them  thus  differently  in  different  odes.  You  know 
the  Ode  to  Evening  consist  of  10.  10.  6.  6.— 10.  6.  6.  10—8.  6.  6.  10.— 8.  8. 10.  6.— 
6.  6.  10.  6.-6.  10.  10.  6—8.  6.  10.  6.—. 

In  such  metres  neither  the  lines  or  stanzas  must  /un  into  each  other,  &  the 
regular  harmony  must  be  as  perceptible  to  the  ear  as  to  the  eye.  I  have  yet 
other  arrangements  to  try.  These  Odes  (for  you  see  I  am  again  ode-writing) 
form  part  of  a  very  extensive  work  in  which  I  have  made  some  progress,  & 
will  not  appear  in  the  volume  with  the  Vision,  now  going  to  press. 

If  my  figure  schemes  are  not  sufliciently  comprehensible,  tell  me  so  &  I 
will  send  a  specimen  of  each.

a  transfer  from  Oxford,  &  would  then  have  the  chance  of  a  higher  situation 
with  25  shillings  a  day,  in  the  army.

I  Joyn  behaviour  with  learning  because  it  is  almost  as  necessary,  and  they 
should  always  go  together  for  their  mutuall  advantage ;  Mere  Learning,  with- 
out good  breeding,  is  Pedantry,  and  good  breeding  without  Learning  is  but 
frivolous ;  Whereas  Learning  adds  solidity  to  good  breeding,  and  good  breed- 
ing gives  charms  and  graces  to  Learning.  This  place  is  without  dispute  the 
seat  of  true  good  breeding,  the  people  here  are  civil  without  ceremony,  and 
familiar  without  rudeness.  They  are  neither  disagreably  forward,  nor  awk- 
wardly bashfuU  and  shamefac'd,  they  speak  to  their  Superiors  with  as  little 
concern,  and  as  much  ease,  though  with  more  respect,  as  to  their  inferiors,  and 
they  speak  to  their  inferiors  with  as  much  civility  though  less  respect,  as  to 
their  superiors.  They  despise  us,  and  with  reason  for  our  ill  breeding.  On  the 
other  hand,  we  despise  them  for  their  want  of  learning,  and  we  are  in  the  right 
on't ;  so  that  you  see  the  sure  way  to  be  admir'd  by  both  Nations  is  to  Joyn 
learning,  and  good  breeding.  As  to  learning,  consider  that  you  have  now  but 
one  year  more  with  M'  Marttaire,  before  you  go  to  Westminster  School,  and 
that  your  credit  will  depend  upon  the  place  you  are  putt  in  there  at  first,  and 
if  you  can  at  under  eleven  years  old,  be  putt  in  the  fourth  form  above  boys  of 
thirteen  or  fourteen,  it  will  give  people  very  favourable  impressions  of  you, 
and  be  of  great  advantage  to  you  for  the  future.  As  to  good  breeding  you 
can't  attend  to  it  too  soon,  or  too  much,  it  must  be  acquired  while  young,  or  it 
is  never  quite  easy,  and  if  acquir'd  young,  will  always  last  and  be  habituall. 
Horace  says,  quo  aemel  est  imbuta  receriSy  servabit  odor  em  testa  diuj  to  show  the 
advantage  of  giving  people  good  habits,  and  impressions  in  their  Youth.

In  truth  I  have  been  ever  since  August  in  this  ancient 
realm  on  her  Majesty's  business.  But  now,  about  my  '  Historic  Scenes'  which 
M*"  Golburn  has  vilely  misprinted,  and  worse  than  that  without  consulting  me, 
or  giving  me  a  sight  of  my  own  title  page,  disfigured  it  with  the  affected  addi- 
tion of  *  Poetic  Fancies,'  instead  of  Poems  domestic  and  descriptive.  I  who 
loathe  affectation  and  missishness  so  thoroughly. 

You  are  so  kind  as  to  enquire  which  are  the  originals :  and  I  must  tell  you 
that  I  like  <  Queen  Mary's  Welcome'  best ;  though  it  has  been  in  a  stupid  still- 
born Annual,  called  Evenings  at  Haddon  Hall.  I  think  it  would  pass  still 
for  original  but  of  the  really  original  poems,  I  will  enclose  a  list.  I  think  if 
you  would  kindly  give  '  Queen  Mary's  Welcome,'  as  a  specimen  of  the  Historical 
portion  and  <  November'  for  the  descriptive,  it  would  be  good  for  the  author. 

There  has  been  an  attempt  to  break  my  popularity  by  raising  a  false  No 
Popery  yell  at  me,  and  my  books.  I  am  an  attached  member  of  the  Church 
of  England,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say,  neither  belonging  to  the  Exeter 
Hall  School,  nor  the  Tractarian  party,  though  by  no  means  disturbed  at  seeing 
Flowers  on  the  Communion  Table  nor  frightened  at  the  idea  of  being  expected 
to  put  sixpence  into  the  Offertory  Plate  now  and  then.  The  fact  is,  I  love  my 
own  Church,  its  liturgy  and  offices,  too  well  to  please  those  who  love  nothing 
in  the  Church  of  England  but  her  temporalities.  Will  you  kindly  say  a  word, 
not  of  the  *  No  Popery  howling'  but  of  my  affection  for  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, and  you  will  find  a  nice  opportunity  in  the  note  on  Paul's  Cross,  and 
Street  Preaching  at  P.  5,  and  the  prose  note  P.  23,  24. 

I  am  particularly  anxious  about  the  fate  of  this  volume  which  Mr  Colburn 
is  trying  to  confuse  with  my  other  work, '  Scotch  Queens  and  English  Princesses,' 
which  will  appear  Nov.  1". 
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*  Historic  Scenes^  ought  to  have  been  published  last  winter,  but  as  he  and 
his  client  M"  Green  had  pirated  my  title  of  '  English  Princesses,'  which  they 
have  been  somewhat  unfairly  advertising  on  the  credit  of  my  hardly  earned

When  I  had  the  Favor  of  yours  of  the  8^  instant  I  was  in  very  ill  health, 
and  am  since  but  slowly  recovering  About  five  years  ago  I  had  some  disputes 
with  my  Chapter  upon  this  Occasion  of  my  Negative,  which  was  never  contro- 
verted before,  nor  did  the  Members  directly  do  it  then,  but  by  some  side  ways 
of  arguing  the  ill  Consequences  which  might  follow  if  it  had  no  Exceptions;

I  have  reason  to  take  a  great  pleasure  that  you  are  pleas'd  so  perfectly  to 
retaine  me  in  your  memory  &  aifeclions,  as  if  I  were  still  neare  you,  a  partner 
of  your  converse,  or  could  possibly  oblige  you.  But  I  shall  attribute  this  so 
wholly  to  your  goodnesse,  your  piety  &  Candour,  that  I  am  sure,  nothing  on 
my  part  can  invite  or  continue  the  least  part  of  those  civilities  &  endearements 
by  which  you  have  often,  &  still  continue  to  oblige  me.  S',  I  receiv'd  your

Tour  other  litle  Enchiridion  is  an 
emanation  of  an  ingenious  Spirit;  and  there  are  in  it  observations,  the  like  of 
which  are  seldome  made  by  yong  travellers :  &  though  by  the  publication  of 
these  you  have  beene  civil  &  courteous  to  the  Commonwealth  of  learning ;  yet 
I  hope  you  will  proceed  to  oblige  us  in  some  greater  instances  of  your  owne.

Title  nor  the  Subject;  and  the  man  is  indeed  a  very  good  &  a  learned  Man, 
but  I  have  not  scene  much  prosperity  in  his  writings ;  but  if  he  have  so  well 
chosen  the  questions,  there  is  no  peradventure  but  he  hath  tumbled  into  his 
heape  many  choice  materials.     I  am  much  pleas'd  that  you  promise  to  inquire 
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into  the  way  of  the  Perfectionists ;  but  I  thinke  L.  Pembroke,  A;  Mrs.  Ivy  A; 
the  Lady  Wildgoose  are  none  of  that  number.  I  assure  you,  some  very  learned

«' Dear  Sir 

Your  favor  of  the  81**  of  Jan^  came  to  my  hands  the  Post  before  last,  & 
the  ace*  from  Gen^  Lavalette  by  the  last  Post. — Upon  the  receipt  of  the  latter, 
your  Letter  &  Lavalette's  ace*  was  sent  to  Sir  Guy  Carleton  with  a  request  to 
remit  the  money  to  Col^  Smith  at  Dobbs's  Ferry ;  who  is  desired  to  forward  it 
to  the  Chev'  de  la  Luzerne  at  Philadelphia. — 

You  ask  what  my  expectations  of  Peace  are  ? — I  answer,  I  am  scarcely 
able  to  form  any  ideas  on  the  subject,  since  I  have  seen  (what  is  called,  for  we 
have  no  authentic  ace*  of  its  being  so)  the  King's  Speech ;  &  the  variety  of 
contradictory  reports  respecting  the  Negociations  for  it. — The  Enemy  in  New 
York  are  as  impatient,  and  as  much  in  the  dark  as  we  are  on  this  occasion  ;  not 
having  received  a  Packet  for  more  than  two  Months. — Although  I  cannot  give 
you  a  decided  opinion,  under  present  appearances,  I  will  transcribe  the  answer 
I  gave  about  the  first  of  Jan^  to  a  question  similar  to  yours,  from  a  Qentleman 
of  my  acquaintance  in  Maryland ;  which,  as  matters  are  yet  undecided,  or  rather 
the  decision,  if  any,  unannounced,  I  see  no  occasion  to  depart  from. — 

<  My  opinion  of  the  matter  ever  since  the  death  of  the  Marq"  of  Rocking- 
ham and  the  accession  of  M'  Fox,  Burke  &c  has  been  uniformly  the  same ; 
and  no  late  European  Aco**  that  I  have  met  with  has  given  me  cause  to  alter 
it. — it  is,  that  no  Peace  would  take  place  before  the  meeting  of  the  British  Par- 
liament; and  that  then  it  would  depend  upon  the  influence  of  the  Crown,  & 
strength  of  the  contending  Parties. — ^that  previous  to  the  Session,  the  British 
Negociators  would  be  employed  at  Intrigue— In  an  investigation  of  Powers — 
hearing  propositions — &  probing  the  intentions  of  the  Belligerent  powers  to 
the  bottom — the  latter  being  accomplished,  the  Minister  (Lord  Shelburne)  if  he 
found  himself  upon  slippery  ground,— or  that  the  voice  of  the  People  was  loud 
for  Peace,  would  inform  the  Parliament  that  after  many  Months  in  Negociation 
such  are  the  best  terms  he  can  obtain.— And  as  they  involve  consequences  of 
the  greatest  National  concern,  &  have  been  the  Subject  of  Seven  years  War 
and  debate. — it  now  rests  with  Parliament  to  accept  them  or  provide  vigorously 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  War. — this  places  the  matter  upon  the  broadest  Basis 
— removes  responsibility  from  his  door. — and  blunts  the  edge  of  opposition, 
which  otherwise  I  am  persuaded  would  be  very  keen. — 

'  The  King  having  by  his  Letters  Patent  (copy  of  which  I  have  seen)  author- 
ized Mr  Oswald  to  treat  with  any  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  from  the 
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United  States  of  America,  is  certainly  a  great  point  gained ;  but  it  was  una- 
voidable on  the  part  of  England  ;  as  our  Commissioners  would  not  enter  upon 
business  with  M'  Oswald  without — and  the  Minister  dared  not  to  meet  the  Par- 
liam^  without  having  attempted  something  under  the  Peace  Bill  which  passed 
the  Session  before. — upon  the  whole  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  terms  of  Peace 
were  agreed  on  before  the  adjournment  for  the  Christmas  Hollidays, — or  that 
we  shall  have  at  le<i8t  another  Campaign — How  well  the  States  are  provided 
for  the  continuance  of  the  Wur  let  their  Acts  &  policy  answer. — The  Army 
as  usual  is  without  pay — and  a  great  part  of  the  Soldiery  without  shirts. — and 
though  the  patience  of  them  is  equally  thread  bare,  the  States  seem  perfectly 
indifferent  to  their  cries. — in  a  word,  if  one  was  to  hazard  for  them  an  opinion 
upon  this  subject,  it  would  be,  that  the  Army  had  contracted  such  a  habit  of 
encountering  difficulties  &  distress — and  of  living  without  money,  that  it 
would  be  impolitic  &  injurious  to  introduce  other  customs  into  it.' 

What,  my  dear  Sir,  could  induce  the  State  of  Virginia  to  rescind  its  assent 
to  the  Impost  Law?— How  are  the  Numerous  Creditors  of  the  public  in  Civil 
life  &  the  Army  to  be  paid  if  no  regular  and  certain  funds  are  established  to 
discharge  the  Interest  of  Monies  borrowed  for  these  purposes? — ^and  what  Tax 
can  be  more  just  or  better  calculated  to  answer  the  end  than  an  Impost? — The 
Alarm  Bell,  which  has  been  rung  with  such  a  tremendous  sound  by  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island,  to  shew  the  danger  of  entrusting  Congress  with  Money,  is 
too  selfish  and  feutile  to  require  a  serious  answer. — Congress  are,  in  fact,  the 
People — they  return  to  them  at  certain  short  periods — are  amenable  at  all 
times  for  their  conduct — and  subject  to  a  recall  at  any  moment — What  inter- 
est therefore  can  a  man  have,  under  these  circumstances  distinct  from  his 
Constituents — can  it  be  supposed,  that  with  design,  he  would  form  a  junto,  or 
pernicious  Aristocracy  that  would  operate  ag'  himself;  in  less  than  a  month 
perhaps,  after  it  was  established  ? — I  cannot  conceive  it. — but  from  the  observa- 
tions I  have  made  in  the  course  of  this  War  (and  my  intercourse  with  the  States 
in  their  United  as  well  as  seperate  capacities  has  afforded  ample  opportunities 
of  judging)  I  am  decided  in  my  opinion,  that  if  the  powers  of  Congress  are 
not  enlarged,  &  made  competent  to  all  general  purposes^  that  the  Blood 
which  has  been  spilt — the  expence  that  has  been  incurred — &  the  distresses 
which  have  been  felt,  will  avail  nothing ;  and  that  the  band,  already  too  weak, 
w^  holds  us  together,  will  soon  be  broken ;  when  anarchy  &  confusion  will 
prevail. — 

I  shall  make  no  apology  for  the  freedom  of  these  Sentiments. — they  proceed 
from  an  honest  heart,  altho'  they  may  be  the  result  of  erroneous  thinking. — 
they  will  at  least  prove  the  sincerity  of  my  friendship,  as  they  are  altogether 
undisguised. —

— Evidences  of  this  design  are  abundant,  and  new  proofs  are  exhibiting  them- 
selves every  day,  to  illustrate  the  fact ; — and  yet,  lamentable  thought  I  a  large 
party  under  real,  or  pretended  fears  of  British  influence,  are  moving  heaven  & 
earth  to  aid  Him  in  these  designs. — It  is  a  fact  well  known,  for  history  proves 
it,  that  from  the  restless  temper  of  the  French,  and  the  policy  of  that  nation, 
they  attempt  openly,  or  covertly, — by  threats  or  soothing  professions — ^to  influ- 
ence the  conduct  of  most  governments. — That  they  have  attempted  it  with  us, 
a  little  time  will  shew;  but  finding  a  Neutral  conduct  had  been  adopted,  and 
would  not  be  relinquished  by  those  who  administered  the  government — the  next 
step  was  to  try  the  people ; — and  to  work  upon  them  ;  several  presses  &  many 
Scribblers  have  been  employed  to  emblazen  the  improper  Acts  of  the  British 
governm^  and  its  Oflicers,  and  to  place  them  in  all  the  most  exageratcd  &  odious 
points  of  view  they  were  susceptible ;  to  complain  that  there  whs  not  only  a 
deficiency  of  friendship,  but  a  want  of  justice  also  in  the  Executive,  towards 
France,  the  cause  of  which,  say  they  is  to  be  found  in  a  predeliction  for  Great 
Britain. — This  not  working  as  well  as  was  expected,  from  a  supposiiion  that 
there  was  too  much  confidence,  &  perhaps  personal  regard  for  the  present  Chief 
Magistrate  &  his  politics,  the  batteries  latterly  have  been  levelled  at  him  par- 
ticularly and  personally  and  although  he  is  soon  to  become  a  private  citizen, 
his  opinions  are  to  be  knocked  down,  &  his  character  reduced  as  low  as  they 
are  capable  of  sinking  it,  even  by  resorting  to  absolute  faUehoods. — As  an  evi- 
dence whereof,  and  of  the  plan  they  are  pursuing,  I  send  you  a  letter  from 
Mr  Faine  to  me,  Printed  in  this  City  &  disseminated  with  great  industry. —

but  that  they  have  been  led  to  the  present  point  by  our  own  People,  I  have  no 
doubt.

says  wellf — that  it  is  a  false  Notion,  that  Subordination,  and  a  passive  Obedi- 
ence to  Superiors,  is  any  debasement  of  a  man's  Courage — so  far  from  it — that 
it  is  a  General  remark,  that  those  Armies  that  have  been  Subject  to  the  Severest 
Discipline,  have  always  performed  the  Greatest  things. —

put  it  in  Execution  as  far  as  lays  in  my  Power, — as  I  am  well  Convinced  that

Methinks  it  is  a  long  time  since  I  saw  or  heard  any  thing  of  You.  I  hope 
however  that  M"  Blackwell  and  you  are  not  only  alive,  hut  more  a  live  than 
ever.  Seeking  and  enjoying  something  more  than  King  George  is  likely  to 
find,  either  at  his  Wedding  or  his  Coronation.  And  can  you  likewise  give  me 
a  comfortable  Account  of  Miss  Freeman,  both  as  to  her  Health  &  her  Spirit? 
I  often  think  of  her,  &  sometimes  have  a  mind  to  send  her  another  Letter,  tho' 
she  is  One  in  my  Debt  already. 

Mr  Venn  was  so  kind  as  to  come  over  hither  yesterday,  &  spent  the  Even- 
ing with  us.  I  am  a  little  embarrast  on  his  Account,  &  hardly  know  how  to 
act.  Several  Years  before  he  came  to  Huddersfield,  some  of  our  Preachers 
went  thither,  carrying  their  Lives  in  their  hands,  &  with  great  Difficulty, 
established  a  little  earnest  Society.  These  eagerly  desire  them  to  preach  there 
still.  Not  in  opposition  to  Mr  Venn,  (whom  they  love,  esteem  &  constantly 
attend)  but  to  supply  what  they  do  not  find  in  his  Preaching.  It  is  a  tender 
point.  Where  there  is  a  Gospel  Minister  already^  we  do  not  desire  to  preach. 
But  whether  we  can  leave  off  Preaching,  because  such  an  one  comes  afterj  is 
another  Question.  Especially  when  those  who  were  awakened  &  converted  by 
us,  beg  &  require  the  Continuance  of  our  Assistance.  I  love  Peace  &  follow 
it.

But 
the  Will  of  God  is  always  best:  And  what  He  does,  we  shall  know  hereafter  I 
I  have  been  for  some  Days  with  M'  Grimshaw,  an  Israelite  indeed  a  few  such 
as  Him  wou'd  make  a  Nation  tremble  He  carries  Fire  wherever  he  goes.  Mr 
Venn  informs  me  That  Mr  Whitefield  continues  very  weak.  I  was  in  hope, 
when  he  wrote  to  me  lately,  that  he  was  swiftly  recovering  Strength.  Perhaps, 
Sir,  you  can  send  me  better  News  concerning  him.  What  need  have  we,  while 
we  do  live,  to  live  in  earnest.

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family,  I  have  wrote  you  several  letters  in  the  Course  of  the  last  three  Years, 
but  weather  you  have  received  one  of  them  is  unceartain,  knowing  the  many 
hands  they  are  to  pass  through  before  they  can  reach  you.  I  am  Anxiety  to 
know  how  you  have  been  during  the  great  commotions  of  war  in  our  native 
Land — ^and  what  is  become  of  all  my  relations.  I  think  the  time  at  no  great 
distance  when  tranquility  will  take  place  ,*  and  mankind  better  understand  each 
other.  We  have  had  great  commotions  in  this  city,  at  present  they  are  over, 
but  with  the  loss  of  many  hundred  lives,  as  the  Military  were  obliged  to  act ; 
the  rioters  in  their  fury-Hestroyed  the  houses  of  Magistrates,  Boman  Catholic 
Chapels,  Prisons  privit  dwfillii^g  houses  &^  &<>,  to  the  amount  of  many  hundred 
thousand  pounds  value,  tbbre  still  remains  a  Tragical  sean  to  be  performed, 
which  is  the  bringing  to  justice  the  leaders  of  these  horrid  depredations.

I  thank  Your  Lordflhip  for  Your  Lordship's  kind  letter.  My  frequent 
removes  from  place  to  place  prevented  my  answering  it  sooner.  I  am  greatly 
obliged  to  Your  Lordship  in  that  You  are  pleased  to  watch  over  my  soul,  &  to 
caution  me  against  acting  contrary  to  the  Commission  given  me  at  my  Ordina- 
tion.

S*  Paul  exhorts  Timothy  not 
to  receive  an  accusation  against  an  Elder  under  two  or  three  witnesses.  And 
even  Nicodemus  could  say,  that  the  Law  suffered  no  Man  to  be  condemned 
unheard.  I  shall  only  add,  that  I  hope  Your  Lordship  will  inspect  into  the 
lives  of  Your  other  Clergy,  &  censure  them  for  being  Over-remiss,  as  much  as 
You  censure  me  for  being  Over-righteous.  It  is  their  falling  from  their 
Articles,  &  not  preaching  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  that  has  excited  the 
present  zeal  of  (what  they  in  derision  call)  the  Methodist  Preachers.  Doctor 
Stebbing's  sermon  (for  which  I  thank  Your  Lordship)  confirms  me  more  & 
more  in  my  opinion,  that  I  ought  to  be  instant  in  season  &  out  of  season.  For 
to  me  He  seems  to  know  no  more  of  the  true  Nature  of  Regeneration,  than 
Nicodemus  did  when  He  came  to  Jesus  by  Night.  .  .  .  But  the  Doctor  &  the 
rest  of  my  Rev"*  Brethren  are  welcome  to  judge  me  as  they  please — Yet  a  little 
while  &  we  shall  all  appear  before  the  Great  Shepherd  &  Bishop  of  our  Souls

&  who  are  only  Wolves  in  Sheep's  cloathing.  Our  Lord,  I  believe,  will  not  be 
ashamed  to  confess  us  publickly  in  that  day — I  pray  God  we  all  may  approve 
ourselves  such  faithful  Ministers  of  the  New  testament,  that  we  may  be  able 
to  lift  up  our  heads  with  boldness — As  for  declining  the  work  in  which  I  am 
engaged,  my  blood  runs  chill  at  the  very  thought  of  it — I  am  as  much  con- 
vinced it  is  my  duty  to  act  as  I  do,  as  that  the  Sun  shines  at  Noonday — I  can 
foresee  the  consequences  very  well.  They  have  already  in  one  sense  thrust  us 
out  of  their  Synagogues.  By  &  by  they  will  think  it  is  doing  God  service  to 
kill  us.  But,  my  Lord,  if  You  &  the  rest  of  the  Bishops  cast  us  out,  Our 
Great  &  Common  Master  will  take  us  up — Tbo'  all  men  should  deny  us,  yet 
will  not  He — And  however  You  may  censure  us  as  Evil-doers^  ^  disturbers  of

Your  most  agreeable  letter  of  a  week  or  two  ago  has  remained  longer 
unanswered  than  usual,  partly  from  my  own  most  pressing  Engagements,  & 
partly  from  want  of  energy  to  Scribble  *  for  fun' — the  curse  as  you  well  know 
of  scribbling  for  a  living.  Barry  Cornwairs  child  has  been  ill  &  dying  three 
miles  from  me  on  one  Side,  &  my  printers  have  wanted  me  with  every  proof- 
sheet  two  miles  on  the  other^  and  my  daily  visits  to  both,  have  rather  walked 
into  my  time.  Poor  Barry's  child  is  dead  however,  now,  &  my  book  is  finished 
en  meme  temps — and  this  letter  is  the  first  fruit  of  my  leisure. 

I  shewed  Hood  the  part  of  your  letter  referring  to  him,  and  he  was  grati- 
fied of  course.  He  had  come  into  town  to  get  rest  after  nursing  his  wife  thro 
a  dangerous  illness.  I  asked  him  how  she  was.  *  God  !'  said  he  '  She  has  been 
at  death's  door — and  scraped  her  feet  j  but  didnH  goinT  .  .  . 

I  have  been  rolling  on  like  a  Snow-ball  in  new  acquaintances  since  I  wrote 
to  you,  &  among  other  great  people  have  made  the  acquaintance  of  the  King 
and  Ada  Byron — the  two  characters  I  was  most  anxious  to  know.  I  beg  you 
will  publish  in  the  Albany  Daily  (what  you  have  seen  before  this  in  the  English 
papers)  that  I  was  presented  by  Sir  George  Staunton.  Our  Minister,  Mr  Vail, 
was  not  over  civil  to  me  when  I  first  came  to  England  &,  I  did  not  ask  him. 
He  toadeys  me  now,  but  I  can  afibrd  to  give  him  the  go-by.— Ada  is  not  hand- 
some, but  she  has  a  fine  face,  &  is  very  Earnest  &  Sweet  in  her  Manners.  I 
sat  with  her  a  half  hour  at  a  party,  &  the  next  day  Lady  Byron  wrote  to  Joanna 
Baillie  that  *■  she  was  pleased  to  tell  her  that  her  friend  Mr.  Willis  had  been 
introduced  to  Ada.'  Old  Mrs.  Baillie  sent  me  the  note  which  has  gone  into 
my  book  of  autographs.  I  have  been  introduced  also  to  Lord  Byron's  sister 
Mrs.  Leigh  who  is  a  very  fine  <&  admirable  woman.  Did  you  know  that  one 
of  Mrs.  Leigh's  daughters  ran  off  with  the  husband  of  her  sister,  and  now 
lives  with  him  in  Italy,  &  the  other,  not  at  all  vexed,  but  only  sorry,  says  she 
*■  hopes  some  day  her  sister  will  let  him  come  back  to  her.'  There  is  said  to  be 
a  total  want  of  the  Moral  Sense  of  right  &  wrong  in  the  blood  of  the  race. 
Ada  is  not  permitted  to  speak  to  one  of  them,  <&  does  not  know  her  father's 
sister  by  sight.  They  stood  close  together  by  accident  at  the  King's  drawing 
room. 

Do  you  see  the  Court  Journal  ?  If  so  pray  copy  from  it  into  your  paper 
the  splendid  notice  they  have  given  of  my  *  papers  in  the  New  Monthly,' 
*  poems,'  Ac.  &c.  The  notice,  1  understand,  was  written  by  Jane  Porter,  at 
present  my  greatest  ally.  .  .  .  Tou  cannot  imagine  how  prodigious  a  lion  I 
am.  They  publish  my  name  as  the  '  distinguish 'd  guest'  at  Lady  this  «&  that's 
party  (as  at  the  Marchioness  of  Salisbury's  the  other  day,  did  you  see  it?)  and 
really  there  is  no  end  to  the  civilities  pour'd  upon  me.  I  tell  you  these  things 
because  you  half-predicted  them  &  because  you  will,  I  know,  take  an  interest 
in  them.     Tell  Aleda  Dennis  ton,  by  the  way,  that  I  detected  the  *  fine  Roman 
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hand'  in  some  yenes  addressed  to  me  in  the  Mirror,  &  thank  her.    Talking  of

I  am  unworthy  of  the  many  kind  marks  of  attention  which  you  bestow 
upon  me. — I  knew  nothing  of  the  treatise  of  Wieland  which  you  enquired 
after,  or  I  should  have  written  immediately  on  the  Receipt  of  your  Letter. 
But  as  I  was  absent  when  it  arrived,  and  you  must  consequently  have  incurred 
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some  disappointment,  without  any  fault  of  mine,  I  was  foolish  enough  to  press 
that  circumstance  into  the  service  of  my  procrastinating  habits.  I  have  read 
your  Poem.  I  like  it  better  than  any  of  the  preceding  ones.  There  is  a  strong 
family  resemblance,  no  doubt,  in  them  all — but  this  as  a  whole  is  to  me  the 
most  interesting.  It  is  natural  throughout  and  contains  many  pleasing  pas- 
sages, though  I  think  that  in  the  merit  of  particular  parts  some  of  the  others 
are  equal  &  perhaps  superior  to  it — But  the  general  impression  of  this  last  is 
to  my  mind  much  more  agreeable  than  any  of  the  preceding  ones. — Oswald's 
feelings  on  learning  that  his  first  passion  was  hopeless,  are  given  in  an  animated 
style — and  his  recovery  ...  is  very  fine,  but  observe  that  here  are  eight  lines 
together  all  rhyming  in  the  vowel  A,  which  gives  a  heaviness  to  the  movement 
of  this  paragraph  which  every  Reader  will  feel,  without  being  aware  of  the 
canon.  Lady  Clara's  Character  <&  Residence  are  very  well  described,  and  she 
is  pleased  to  meet  such  a  Couplet  as  this,  it  is  a  sort  of  beauty  that  seems  natural 
to  ypu 

'  All  through  the  copse  .  .  .  my  walks  then  were 
That  led  to  many  a  natural  parterre.' 

But  how  could  you  write  *  At  every  step  the  scenery  seemed  improving'  ?  This 
is  a  thorough  bad  verse;  bad  language  even  for  .  .  .  The  apology  for  Oswald's 
second  passion  in  the  preceding  Canto  is  well  done.  The  6  lines  at  the  top  of 
page  71  are  excellent  composition,  the  sentiment  is  natural  to  the  character. 
Is  there  any  thing  like  this  in  any  of  Lord  Byron's  Poems? — The  language  is 
better  than  his  for  the  most  part  appears  to  be — but  the  sentiment  seems  some- 
what in  his  style.  I  could  enumerate  many  couplets  and  passages  that  particu- 
larly pleased  me.  For  example  on  the  86^^  Page,  'Spring-tide  came  on,' & 
the  six  succeeding  lines,  particularly  'aTid  long  .  .  .  when  mellow  dyes  of 
Twilight  lingered  in  the  western  skies.' — Your  essay  is  desultory  enough — Of 
the  soundness  of  the  opinions  it  does  not  become  me  to  judge — The  famous 
passage  on  Solitude  which  you  quote  from  Lord  Byron  does  not  deserve  the 
notice  that  has  been  bestowed  upon  it.  As  composition  it  is  bad — particularly 
the  line  *•  Remains  of  grandeur  .  .  .'  which  in  defiance  of  all  syntax  is  foisted 
in  for  the  sake  of  the  rhyme. — But  the  sentiment  by  being  expressed  in  an  .  .  . 
manner,  is  taken  out  of  the  Region  of  high  &  imaginative  feeling,  to  .  .  .  that 
of ...  &  epigram. — To  illustrate  my  meaning  &  for  no  other  purpose  I  refer 
to  my  own  Lines  on  the  .  .  .  ,  where  you  will  find  the  same  sentiment  not 
formally  put  as  it  is  here  but  ejaculated  as  it  were  .  .  .  Compare  the  paragraph 
ending  *  How  often  has  my  spirit  turned  to  thee'  and  the  one  where  occurs  the 
lines 

'  And  greetings  where  no  kindness  is  and  all 
The  dreary  ...  of  daily  life' 

with  this  line  of  Lord  B.  and  you  will  perceive  the  difference.  You  will  give 
me  credit  for  writing  for  the  sake  of  truth,  and  not  from  so  disgusting  a  motive 
as  self-commendation  at  the  expense  of  a  Man  of  Genius.  Indeed  if  I  had  not 
known  you  so  well,  I  would  rather  have  suppressed  the  truth,  than  incurred 
the  risk  of  such  an  imputation. — Page  20,  you  say  *■  My  Rustic  lyre  I  cast  away, 
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unable  to  pourtray.*     We  do  not  pourtray  with  a  Lyre  but  with  a  pencil. 

Your  frequent  use  of  reverse  again.     This  is  a  tautology. You  hold  out  a 

hope  that  you  will  visit  this  country — Do  not  disappoint  us.  And  if  Mrs. 
Gillies  come  along  with  you,  so  much  the  better.  Farewell — best  regards  for 
.  .  .  — &  believe  me,  dear  Sir,  with  many  thanks  for  your  kind  attention

tional proofs  of  your  regard  In  two  valuable  Volumes  from  the  labours  of  your 
learned  Father — With  much  pride  &  pleasure  I  placed  them  by  the  side  of 
those  which  I  have  previously  received  from  your  hands :  &  now  return  you 
my  sincere  thanks  for  those  interesting  memorials  of  your  esteem.  How  much 
do  I  regret  that  the  state  of  my  eye-sight  is  so  great  an  obstacle  to  my  profiting, 
as  speedily  ns  I  otherwise  might  do,  from  the  information,  much  the  greater 
part  of  which  is  new  to  me,  contained  in  the  Polyanthea  &  Cimetea. 

I  sympathized  with  your  regrets  on  the  loss  of  your  beautiful  Trees  by 
tempestuous  weather,  &  I  am  sure  you  would  share  mine  could  you  behold  the 
havoc  which  a  late  storm  has  made  in  the  grounds  &  woods  of  Rydal.  I  can- 
not conceive  any  danger  to  surpass  what  would  have  been  encountered  by  a 
Person  in  the  midst  of  these  woods  during  the  hurricane.  In  one  quarter  you 
might  imagine  that  giants  had  been  hurling  the  Oaks  &  Pines  at  each  other 
after  tearing  them  up  by  the  roots— or  rather  that  they  had  been  endeavouring 
to  do  so,  for  most  of  the  prostrate  trees  adhere  to  the  ground  with  large  masses 
of  earth  attached  to  them  ;  in  one  instance  a  space  of  7  yds  by  8  had  been  torn 
up  by  a  single  tree  from  the  surface  of  the  ground — some  were  snapped  oft'  by 
the  middle, — &  one  I  noticed  whose  trunk  was  split  nearly  to  its  root — \  left 
standing — but  the  whole  riven  into  fibres.  Sixty  trees  have  been  overthrown, 
&  out  of  16  hundred  the  greater  part  shew  vestiges  of  this  tornado,  which  raged 
with  its  utmost  fury  in  the  Cove  of  Rydal. 

You  will  have  heard  from  Q.  of  poor  Mr.  Monkhouse's  melancholy  state — 
we  have  heard  of  him  since  his  arrival  in  Devonshire,  but  without  any  as- 
surances of  any  improvements — so  that  his  friends  are  preparing  themselves 
for  the  worst.  He  will  be  a  great  loss,  for  he  was  an  example  of  a  Man  upright 
in  all  his  dealings  &  a  most  affectionate  friend.

Thanks  for  your  gift  of  Emerson's  Lecture.  Mr.  Ballantyne  had  already 
sent  me  two  copies  ;  that  was  my  first  sight  of  the  performance.  It  is  an  ex- 
cellent Discourse,  greatly  wanted  on  hoth  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  and  cannot  be 
too  widely  circulated.  While  men  worship  Mammon  as  their  Supreme  Divinity, 
it  is  of  no  use  trying  to  '  reform'  either  themselves  or  their  a£fairs.  Mammon 
was  long  ago  recognized  to  be  no  Divinity  but  a  Devil,  and  even  a  very  con- 
temptible species  of  Devil ;  and  they  that  follow  his  guidance  do  very  naturally 
go  to  the  Devil  in  all  senses,  and  even  cannot  go  elsewhither  I 
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Probably  you  are  not  aware  that  in  New  England  a  certain  set  of  persons, 
grounding  themselves  on  these  ideas  of  Emerson's,  are  already  about  renouncing 
this  miserable  humbug  of  a  world  altogether,  and  retiring  into  the  rural  wilder- 
ness, to  live  there  exclusively  upon  vegetables  raided  by  their  own  digging  I 
Three  hours  daily  work,  they  say,  will  produce  a  man  vegetables  sufScient, 
with  grey  .  .  .  garments  sufficient ;  and  he  can  live  there  according  to  his  own 
mind,  leaving  the  world  to  live  according  to  its.  An  American  man  was  here 
lately,  as  our  express  Missionary  of  all  that ;  seeking  for  recruits,  for  proselytes ; 
— naturally  finding  none.  I  was  obliged  to  express  my  total,  deep,  irreclaim- 
able dissent  from  the  whole  vegetable  concern, — not  without  great  offence  to 
the  Missionary ;  and  that  perhaps  is  the  reason  why  he  sent  me  no  American 
Copy  of  this  Lecture.  Emerson  does  not  yet  go  into  vegetables,  into  rural 
Ilermitsbips ;  and  we  may  hope,  never  will.

'*  No  instance  will  he  found  of  the  application  of  the  power  of  the  electro^ 
magnet  to  Telegraphic  purposes  previous  to  the  year  1882.  It  was  in  the  autumn 
of  that  year  while  on  my  return  from  France  to  the  United  States,  in  the  packet 
ship  Sully,  that  I  conceived  the  idea  of  an  electric  Telegraph  which  differs  in 
the  most  essential  particulars  from  all  others  hitherto  devised.  I  was  uncon- 
scious at  that  time  that  any  one  had  ever  conceived  the  idea  of  an  electric  tele- 
graph, and  supposed  myself  to  he  the  first  who  had  ever  comhined  the  two  words 
together,  nor  was  I  undeceived  in  this  respect  till  my  apparatus  was  completed 
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in  all  the  essential  particulars  of  its  present  form,  and  had  been  successfully 
proved  in  the  spring  of  1837.  My  invention,  but  not  the  modus  operandi,  was 
announced  to  the  public  in  March  of  that  year,  and  in  about  two  months  after- 
wards, the  first  notice  of  M'  Alexander's  of  Edinburg,  and  M'  Wheatstone's 
of  London  reached  the  United  States.  It  was  natural  under  these  circum- 
stances that  I  should  suppose  that  advices  of  my  labors  had  in  some  way  reached 
Great  Britain,  and  as  I  enjoined  no  secrecy  on  my  fellow-passengers  in  the 
Sully,  I  had  reason  to  think  that  these  British  telegraphs  originated  from  my 
drawings,  plans,  and  conversations  on  board  that  ship.  Under  this  impression, 
(perhaps  erroneous,)  I  wrote  to  several  of  the  passengers  of  the  ship,  (among 
whom  was  the  Hon.  W.  C.  Rives  the  Ambassador  of  the  United  States  to  the 
Court  of  France,)  and  also  to  the  Captain  of  the  ship  whose  interest  in  scientific 
pursuits  led  me  to  communicate  to  him  more  freely  than  to  any  other  person, 
my  daily  progress  in  elaborating  my  invention.  I  desired  their  evidence  that 
I  had  invented  the  telegraph  on  board  the  Sully  in  1882  the  credit  of  which 
seemed  likely  to  be  wrested  from  me  in  Great  Britain  in  1837.  I  here  subjoin 
their  letters  in  reply.  I  have  letters  of  similar  import  from  several  other 
passengers."  (Letters  follow.)  **A11  plans  previous  to  the  year  1882  con- 
template numerous  conductors  between  the  two  termini.  .  .  .  My  invention,  on 
the  contrary,  from  its  earliest  inception,  contemplated  hut  ojie  circuit.  ...  In 
all  the  above  [i.e.,  former]  plans  the  signal  to  be  indicated  is  the  common  letter 
of  the  ordinary  alphabet,  and  the  numerals,  momentarily  shown  by  the  electric 
sparkf  the  bubbles  of  decomposition^  or  the  deflection  of  the  needle  respectively ; 
while  in  my  plan  by  the  invention  of  a  peculiar  conventional  character  for 
letters  and  numerals,  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  my  instrument,  I  not  only 
avoid  the  complication  of  machinery  consequent  on  the  attempt  to  give  the 
ordinary  letters  or  numerals,  but  I  am  enabled  to  impress  my  characters  upon 
paper  where  they  permanently  remain  for  examination  at  leisure.  Another 
important  advantage  in  my  Telegraph  is,  that  with  simpler  means^  I  can  give 
a  greater  amount  of  intelligence  in  a  given  time  than  any  other  devised  up  to 
the  present  time."

My  dear  Sir, 

I  have  duly  received  and  weighed  every  word  of  your  letter.  I  give  it 
all  credit  for  good  motive  and  good  morals,  and  as  suggesting  what  perhaps  is 
good  policy.     Now,  listen  to  me,  for  my  mind  is  inflexibly  made  up. 

Had  I  reached  Harper's  Perry  before  these  men  were  captured  (and  I  would 
have  reached  there  in  time,  had  I  been  forwarded  as  I  ought  to  have  been  from 
Washington  and  the  relay  house)  I  would  have  proclaimed  martial  law,  have 
stormed  them  in  the  quickest  possible  time,  have  given  them  no  quarter,  and  if 
any  had  survived  I  would  have  tried  and  executed  them  under  sentence  of 
Court  Martial.  But  I  was  too  late.  The  prisoners  wore  captives,  and  I  then 
determined  to  protect  them  to  the  uttermost  of  my  power,  and  I  did  protect 
them  with  my  own  person.  I  escorted  them  to  prison,  and  placed  around  them 
such  a  force  m  to  overawe  Lynch-law.  Every  comfort  was  given  them  by  my 
orders.  And  they  have  been  scrupulously  afforded  a  fair  and  speedy  trial,  with 
every  opportunity  of  defence  for  crimes  which  were  openly  perpetrated  before 
the  eyes  of  hundreds  and  as  openly  confessed.  They  could  escape  conviction 
only  by  technical  exceptions  and  the  chances  for  these  they  had  to  a  greater 
degree  by  the  expedition  of  prosecution.  And  the  crimes  deliberately  done  by 
them  are  of  the  deepest  and  darkest  kind  which  can  be  committed  against  our 
people.  Brown,  the  chief  leader,  has  been  legally  and  fairly  tried  and  convicted, 
and  admits  the  humanity  of  his  treatment  as  a  prisoner,  the  truth  of  the  indict- 
ment, and  the  truthfulness  of  the  witnesses  against  him.  He  has  been  allowed 
excess  of  counsel,  and  the  freedom  of  speech  beyond  any  prisoner  known  to  me 
in  our  trials.  It  was  impossible  not  to  convict  him.  He  is  sentenced  to  be 
hung; — that  is  the  sentence  of  a  mild  code  humanely  adjudged,  and  requires 
no  duty  from  me  except  to  see  that  it  be  executed.  I  have  to  sign  no  death 
warrant.  If  the  Executive  interposes  at  all,  it  is  to  pardon.  And  to  pardon 
him  I  have  received  petitions,  prayers,  threats,  from  almost  every  free  State  in 
the  Union.  From  honest  patriotic  men  like  yourself,  many  of  them,  I  am 
warned  that  hanging  will  make  him  a  Martyr.  Ah  I — Will  it? — Why  ? — The 
obvious  answer  to  that  question  shows  me  above  anything  the  necessity  for 
hanging  him.  You  ask — '  Have  you  nerve  enough  to  send  Brown  to  the  State's 
prison  for  life  instead  of  hanging  him  7' — Yes,  if  I  didn't  think  he  ought  to  be 
hung,  and  that  I  would  be  inexcusable  for  mitigating  his  punishment,  I  could 
do  it  without  flinching,  without  a  quiver  of  muscle  against  a  universal  clamor 
for  his  life.  But  was  it  ever  known  before  that  it  would  be  impolitic  for  a 
state  to  execute  her  laws  against  the  highest  crimes,  without  bringing  down 
upon  herself  the  vengeance  of  a  public  sentiment  outside  of  her  limits  and 
hostile  to  her  laws  7 — Is  it  so  that  it  is  wisely  said  to  her  that  she  bad  better 
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spare  a  murderer,  a  robber,  a  traitor,  because  public  sentiment  elsewhere  will 
glorify  an  insurrectionist  with  Martyrdom  ?  If  so,  it  is  time  to  do  execution 
upon  him  and  all  like  him.  And  I  therefore  say  to  you  firmly  that  I  have 
precisely  the  nerve  enough  to  let  him  be  executed,  with  the  certainty  of  his 
condemnation.  He  shall  be  executed  as  the  law  sentences  him,  and  his  body 
shall  be  delivered  over  to  Surgeons,  and  await  the  resurrection  without  a  grave 
in  our  soil.     I  have  shown  him  all  the  mercy  which  humanity  can  claim.

Let  us  with 
sincere  gratitude  receive  all  that  •  our  Father  in  Heaven'  may  send  us ;  for  *  he 
doeth  all  things  well.'  Vou  must  kiss  our  dear  children  &  grandchildren  for 
me.  May  the  '  God  of  my  fathers'  be  the  God,  &  father  of  all.  '  To  him  be
